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An Essential to McGill 

Of all the crying needs and lamented dclicientics of the Univcr- 
»ity that have come to the fore during the past season, the one that 
Vitally concerns ihc "Daily" dircctlv .tnd the studcnt-bndy indirectly, 
has not even been hinted at. While men have noised abroad their 
opinions of matters that have been of primary importance to them, 
that, they have thought essential to the welfare and better organiza- 
tion of the University, the question of the need of a University .Press 
has never been broached even hy those who considered tliat they bore 
upog their own shoulders the responsibility of pointing out the errors 
and omisaions, the deficiencies and inadequacies of the college at 

A University Press, owned by the University and operated solely 
for college printing, would be one of the greatest boons that McGill 
could receive. A press, properly orgaTiized and properly managed, 
would greatly facilitate matters for every club in the University', and 
it would increase the efficiency of the " Daily" \'ery materially for 
years to come. With a University Press established, one of the most 
imposing and detrimental barriers to the complete success of the' col- 
lege publication would be swept away. Under present conditions, 
the^Oaily" is greatly handicapped by the necessity of having the 
pytiting done in an outside press, the appaling results of which need 
0 recall to the attention of the undergraduate body. 

Conditions can only be reindicd by men under the direct control 
and authority of the University, for they would be obliged to give 
satisfactory results to the undcrgraduntc-body, their joint-owners and j «i^i'i^ i-im, he win turn from her even 
sole proprietars The AkGill "Daily" would be enabled to act on its ! '^'•''''linB day. 
own iniativc in securing advertising-matter for its columns, and would 
not need to resort to outside means; it would facilitate news-arrange- 
ment of the editoriBi-matter and would ensure printing to the satis- 
faction of every reader. A University Press would fill a great need 
in the life of the various clubs who, every one of them, are cno&tantly 
forced to get their printing of programs, notice-cards, lists and the 
countless other things that have to be run off for their use and con- 
viMiience during ihcir season's activities executed at city presses with 
only questioable satisfaction. The place that the press would fill in 
printing University calendars and matter from the faculties needs only 
bé hinted at. That the need exists, is too true, but tiiat the need will 
be met with is a matter of great tipprchcnsion and doubt. 

This sason is too far spent to start any such project now, but the 
future affords an abundance of opportunity and an increased need for, 
the rèalization of the hope that we here express. The way is open 
for the introduction of this netc.-sity, and the imperative need of it 
is apparent to all. Accurate and dependable opinion of the cost of 
installing a flat press and linotype machines, estimates the total ex- 
penditure necessary at $7,000. The press, once established, would 
pay for itself and appreciably increase the revenue of the Students' 
Society after a few weeks of operation, and it would at the same time 
very materially increase the efficiency of club and society operation. 
"That tliere is a need for it is self-evident: can the right steps be taken 
to have the need filled or is there organization insufficint to contem- 
plate and execute such a step?
